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1. The leadership of the Peopies Party is takiag increasing cognizance of 
the present crisis within the Slovak Democratic Party. The Catholic 
group within the Slovak Democratic Party ig exerting - pressure aguinst 
the Leadership of the Protestant group led by Josef lettrich, Jan Ursiny, 
and Feder Hod%a. The latter denounce the Catholic dissidents as old Tinka 
guardists and would probably be willing to unload them on Monsignor Sramek’s 
Peopléa Party on . condition that Slovak Denoerata be permitted to organize 
jin Bohemia and Yoravia. 
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2, Magr. Sramek is currently opposed to admitting the Slovak Catholics, for 
most of them are ultra montane; and he is also opposed to Slovak Democrats 
organiging themsglves in Bohemia. 


3, In a recent secret strategy meeting of the Peoplds Party, Doctor Zavadil, 
formerly a high official in the political intelligence service under 
Bartik in London, who now cperates the intelligence of the People's Party, 
reported his findings that the Communist Party is losing members, that 
the Social Democrats are making substential gains,and that the Peoplds 
Party is registering a slight increase in strength. If the present trend 
continues, the Communists mirht make a definite maneuver to open Bohemia 
and Moravia to Slovek Democrats in order to maintain their own plurality. 
Organiging against this eventuslity,the leader of the People's Party is 
aeeking to create a front of the three non Conminist parties to refuse 
Slovak Democrats organizing rights in Bohemia. 
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
